"Certain  elements  of  the  country."  the  statement  continues,  "are

Continental   Memorial  Hall 

Millions  of  met',  women  and  chil- 
dren are  dying  throughout  the  world 
for  lack  o.  food,  for  Isck  of  work, 
lack  of  those  things  which  are  neces- 
sary to  life  nnd  happiness,  he  said, 
adding  thai  this  situation  has  become 
the  tragedy  of  the  moment  and 
thst  behind  this  tragedy  Ilea  even 
greater  danger  unless  wisdom  of  pro- 
nounced   character    Is  exercised." 

The  British  Amba-sador  confined 
his  remarks  chiefly  to  the  "menace 
of  economic  problems. '" 

He  reviewed  conditions  as  they  ex- 
ist In  all  countries,  and  especially 
stressed  the  plight  of  th,,-..  ,,. ,.,,,„« 
affected  most  by  the  world  war.  and 
which  now  find  It  difficult  to  .sur- 
mount the  economic  "tragedy  visited 
upon  them." 

"Governments."  said  Sir  Auckland 
with  emphasis,  "pressed  hy  the  need, 
msv  do  things  that  may  lead  to  dis- 
aster."

With  Aldermen  A.  K.  Todd  and 
Davll  Lcemlng  vottng  In  opposition 
the  City  Council  yesterday  passed  a 
tlesolutlon  submitted  by  Aid.  R.  A.  C. 
Dewar,  chairman  of  the  Public 
Works  Committee,  that  the  Johnson 
Street  Bridge  railway  superstructure 
contract  be  awarded  to  the  Canndlan 
Bridge  Company,  in  the  event  of  the 
by-law  being  passed  or  other  satis- 
factory arrangements  being  made 
for  the  financing  of  the  project  by 
May  81. 

Aldermen  Todd  and  Leeming  con- 
tended that  the  resolution  bound  the 
council  to  an  Indefinite  agreement 
They  argued  that  If  the  by-law  was 
defeated,  the  city  would  be  obliged 
to  pay  for  the  contract  out  of  general 
revenue  The  majority  of  the 
Council  held  that  If  the  by-law  was 
not  carried  the  city  would  be  re- 
lieved of  all  responsibility  on  May  31. 
when  the  Canadian  Bridge  Com- 
pany's offer  to  keep  the  tender  open 
would  automatically  expire. 

Mr.  John  W.  Seens.  sales  mahagcr 
of  the  company,  wrote  to  the  Council 
In  part  as  follows: 

"Our  tender  for  contract  No.  2 
will  be  held  open  for  acceptance  until 
May  31.  This  extension  Is  granted 
to  enable  the  city  to  submit  a  by-law 
for  raising  necessary  additional  funds 
to  n  plebiscite.  In  consideration  of 
this  extension  It  Is  understood  that 
In  the  event  of  a  successful  result  of 
this  pleblclte.  or  of  other  means  be- 
ing developed  of  financing  this  pro- 
position, that  the  city  will  awac;  this 
contract  to  us  promptly  thereafter. 
Should  any  unforseen  circumstance 
nrlse  preventing  the  issue  being  set- 
tled prior  to  May  .11  we  will  be  glad 
to  give  consideration  to  a  request 
for  further  reasonable  extension 
based  on  conditions  nt  that  time."

Aid  Todd  maintained  that  the 
Dewsr  resolution  would  bind  the 
council  to  something  definite,  while 
Mr  Seens"  letter  did  not  hind  the 
company.

Wain  Peking  Government  of 
Possible  Consequence  if  City 
Is  Bombarded —  Protection 
of  Railway  to  Coast 


PKK1NG,  April  1'9.  — FtffcUHf  te- 
BsVa  this  Innrning  (Saturday)  at 
Chang  Sin  Tien,  12  miles  southeast 
of  Peking.  Heavy  artillery  firing  is 
audible  In  Peking. 

PKKING,  April  28.—  The  foreign 
legations  today  sent  the  Chinese  Gov- 
ernment a  Joint  warning  against  pos- 
sible fighting  in  Peking  between  the 
troops  of  General  Chang  Tso  l.in, 
Governor-General  of  Manchuria,  ami 
General  Wu  Pel  Ku.  commander  of 
tho  forces  in  Central  China. 

The  warning  said  the  powers  rec- 
ognised the  gravity  of  the  military 
movements  in  the  vicinity  of  Peking. 
It  called  attention  to  the  severe 
consequences  thai  might  develop 
should  any  bombardment  or  the  drop- 
I  ing  of  bombs  from  airplanes  damage 
property  or  endanger  the  lives  of 
i.ationalu  of  the  varloUH  govern- 
ments. The  Chinese  (lovernment  was 
reminded  of  penalties  that  had  been 
imposed  upon  It  In  the  past. 

The  diplomatic  body,  with  the  min- 
isters of  all  countries  present,  took 
their  action  in  view  of  the  threatened 
outbreak  of  hostilities  between  the 
Chang  Tso  Up  and  Wu  Pel  Ku 
I  loops  near  Peking.  Chang  Tso  tAo 
in  expected  to  arrive  shortly  at 
Tientsin  to  direct  the  movements  of 
his  forces.  Wu  Pel  Ku  la  reported  to 
have  reached  Pao  Ting  Ku.  90  miles 
southwest  of  Peking. 

Both  armies  arc  equipped  with  air- 
planes and  artillery. 

Their  front  is  30  miles  apart.  The 
military  commanders  of  the  Ameri- 
can, British.  Krench  and  Japanese 
legations  have  adopted  measures  for 
the  protection  of  the  Peking-Tientsin 
railroad,  which  the  diplomatic  offi- 
cials have  approved  and  sent  to  the 
Chinese  Korelgn  Office.

DISGUSTS  ALASKANS

OIL  WELLS  AT  BAKU 

MOSCOW.  April  21—  Incendiaries. 
St  cordlng  to  the  Pravda.  recently  set 
on  fire  some  of  the  largest  oil  wells 
In  the  Baku  region,  and  It  was  with 
great  difficulty  that  the  remaining 
wells  In  th.  oilfield,  were  saved.

HUNGER  STRIKE  STOPS 
AT  JOHANNESBURG 

LONDON.  April  28.— The  hunger 
strike  started  by  prisoners  in  Johan- 
nesburg. M  s  protest  against  their 
arrest  In  connection  with  the  recent 
revolution  In  the  Rand,  was  called  off 
today,  says  a  Reuter  dispatch  from 
Johannesburg. 

The  several  hundred  prisoners  In- 
volved demand  the  Immediate  estab- 
lishment of  a  prima  facie  case  against 
them  or  their  immediate  release. 


NEW  WESTMINSTER.  April  28.— 
The  entire  police  force  of  the  Royal 
City  is  fired. 

But  the  ukase  does  not  take  effect 
tin  May  31,  and  In  the  meantime  a 
new  police  force  will  be  organised, 
which  may  Include  some  of  the  pres- 
ent personnel.  They  are  all.  of  course 
»t  liberty  to  make  application  for  re- 
appointment. 

This  was  the  drastic  method  adopt- 
ed by  the  board  of  police  commis- 
sioners to  secure  what  waa  described 
»a  a  complete  reorganisation  from 
top  to  bottom. 

It  was  adopted  by  a  two  to  one 
vote,  for  Commissioner  Reld  flatly 
refused  to  agree  to  the  dismissal  of 
Chief  of  Police  Bradshaw.  As  dis- 
missal of  the  chief  was  the  meat  and 
kernel  of  the  whole  business,  the 
other  two  commissioners.  Mayor 
Johnston  and  Mr.  M.  J.  Phillips,  spent 
a  lot  of  time  trying  to  persuade  Mr. 
R«td  to  make  the  action  unanimous 
before  they  put  It  to  a  vote. 

Mr.  Reld  asserted  he  had  been 
shown  nothing  that  would  Justify 
cUsmlssal  of  the  chief,  and  would  not 
usaent  to  It.  The  attitude  of  the 
others  was  that  no  effective  reorgani- 
zation could  be  effected  with  the 
present  chief  retaining  office. 

It  was  decided  to  invite  applica- 
tions for  nine  police  constables  at  a 
salary  to  begin  of  $126  per  month. 
There  are  at  present  two  sergeants 
on  the  force,  but  It  waa  indicated  that 
the  need  of  sergeanta  has  not  been 
sufficiently  demonstrated. 

Each  member  of  the  existing  force 
will  be  served  individually  on  or  be- 
fore tomorrow  with  formal  notice 
that  his  services  "will  cease  and  de- 
termine on  May  31." 

The  exact  phraseology  of  the  no- 
tice to  be  sent  was  not  laid  down  at 
the  meeting,  but  the  formal  resolu- 
tion passed,  which  was  already  In 
typewritten  form  before  the  meeting 
and  had  all  the  earmarks  of  a  legal 
document,  recites  that  there  Is  a  lack 
of  co-operation  in  the  force  which  In- 
terferes with  Its  efficiency,  and  for 
this  reason  the  commissioners  have 
determined  on  reorganisation. 

Mention  was  made  of  the.  instruc- 
tions given  to  the  chief  by  the  com- 
nilsioners  to  withdraw  his  accusation, 
made  against  Mr.  Oswald  Thomas  at 
a  formers  meet  ing.  that  Mr.  Thomas 
had  uttered  untruths.  The  chief  has 
refused  to  withdraw.

OTTAWA.  April  ^8.— An  Item  of 
$661,092,  "an  Increases  of  $74,282  over 
last  year's  vote,  for  the  Indians  of 
Manitoba,  Saakatchewan.  Alberta  and 
the  Northwest  Territories,  carried  in 
the  House  of  Commonn  during  the 
passing  of  estimates  for  tho  Depart- 
ment of  Indian  Affairs.  Tho  increase, 
according  to  Hon.  Charles  Stewart, 
was  largely  due  to  increased  cost  of 
medicine  and  medical  attention. 

Mr.  Stewart  stated  that  It  was 
necessary  now  to  pay  $1.25  per  day 
hospital  fees  as  against  $1  previously. 
On  a  superficial  examination  of  con- 
ditions, he  had  come  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  Canada  hail  been  largely 
delegating  to  private  Individuals  and 
church  organisations  duties  regard- 
ing the  Indians  whl<  h  were  really 
those  of  the  Federal  Government.  It 
might  be  necessary  to  spend  more 
money  on  the  Indiana  In  the  future. 

W.  C.  Good,  of  Brant,  called  the 
Mlnleter's  attention  to  a  pamphlet 
distributed  to  the  members  through 
the  mall.  It  charged  that  there  was 
"a  national  crime"  in  the  admltilat ra- 
tion of  the  Indian  Department. 

Mr  Htewart  replied  that  the  trou- 
ble on  the  six  Natlona  reserve  was  of 
long  standing,  and  was  due  chiefly  to 
the  fact  that  they  did  not  consider 
themselves  wards  of  the  Government, 
but  allies  of  (ireat  Hrltaln.  The 
chiefs  of  the  band  were  not  desirous 
of  having  the  Soldier  Settlement  Ad 
c  perate  with  respect  to  the  reserve. 

Right  Hon.  Arthur  Melghen  said 
the  Soldier  Settlement  Board  did  not 
Invade  the  reserves,  but  the  Deputy 
Minister  of  Indian  Affairs  operated 
the  Act  as  far  as  the  Indian  returned 
soldiers  were  concerned.  From  per- 
sonal experience,  while  at  the  head  of 
the  Department  of  the  Interior,  Mr. 
Melghen  was  of  the  opinion  that  In- 
dent were  often  the  victims  of  un- 
scrupulous whites,  and  from  personal 
Investigation  he  had  decided  that  In- 
dians often  suffered  at  the  hands  of 
thoee  who  were  looking  for  some- 
thing for  themselves.

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Rate  of  Discount  in  New  York 
Is  Now  Slightly  Over  One 
Per  Cent— Floating  of  Loan 
Has  Effect 


NEW  YOHK,  April  28.— While  the 
discount  on  the  Canadian  dollar  in 
the  New  Vork  money  market  is  not 
expected  to  hold  at  one  and  a  frac- 
tion per  cent  for  any  length  of  time. 
It  Is  freely  predicted  that  owing  to 
the  favorable  position  shown  by 
Canadian  finance.  It  will  remain  be- 
low 3  V»   per  cent  for  eome  time. 

Canadian  funds  early  this  week 
were  at  a  discount  of  one  per  cent 
here,  the  lowest  rate  touched  since 
January  10.  1910.  before  which 
Canadian  funds  had  sold  at  a  pre- 
mium in  this  market  for  a  consider- 
able time. 

The  rate  of  discount  has  risen  as 
high  as  17  M  per  cent  in  February. 
1920.  The  $100,000,000  Dominion 
loan  floated  here  Monday  was  the 
direct  cause  of  the  new  favorable 
turn  In  Canadian  funds.  Other 
factors  In  the  Improved  condition  of 
the  Canadian  dollar  here  have  been 
the  rlae  in  sterling  exchange  and  the 
Improvement  shown  by  Canadian 
trade 

The  Wull  Street  Journal  today  In  a 
general  review  of  the  exchange  situa- 
tion as  it  affects  Canadian  funds 
here,  says: 

'The  rise  in  value  of  Canadian 
funds  during  the  past  in  months  Is 
due  to  several  reasons.  Kise  of 
sterling  exchange  and  consequent  in 
.•reuse  of  Kngllsh  buying  in  Canada 
has  had  a  notable  influence.  Eng- 
land and  the  t'nlted  States  are 
Canada's  two  best  customers,  and  the 
relations  of  the  three  countries  have 
been  fast  approaching  normalcy."

One  of  the  needs  of  human  exist- 
ence which  may  have  an  urgency 
vslue  is  sir. 

Water,  said  I  >r.  Shortt,  la  another 
substance,  not  so  continuously  need- 
eel  for  human  life  as  air.  hut  which 
Is  ultimately  indispensable  and  has 
urgency  value  for  the  malntenan.-e 
of  human  existence. 

Land  \  nines  atafMOkwl 
fgWj.  argued  Dr.  Shortt,  Is  another 
raw  muterlal  which  Is  In  the  long  run 
Indispensable,  and  a  basis  of  the  pro- 
duction of  food  nnd  living  generally. 
The  amount  one  pays  for  It  depends 
on  the  number  Of  people  who  are 
looking  for  it.  When  it  Is  far  removed 
from  the  people  who  want  It  It  Is  In 
exactly  the  same  state  as  the  air  and 
w  ater. 

I^and  vnlues  are  not  created  by  the 
community  where  It  Is  located,  de- 
clared Dr.  Shortt.  "People  talk  glibly 
about  Clod  having  given  the  land  to 
the  people,  and  therefore  It  ehould 
belong  to  them,  because  they  create 
Its  value  In  the  community."  This 
Is  one  of  the  fragmentary  truths 
which  deceive  people,  he  said.  Nobody 
Is  deceived  by  a  hundred  per  cent 
truth.  There  Is  no  value  In  land 
without  It  depending  on  the  need  of 
the  community.  True,  the  community 
does  contribute  toward  that  value, 
but  to  follow  that  argument  one 
would  be  mixing  up  the  urgency  value 
with  the  valuation  or  amount  one  can 
get  fr>r  the  land.  The  desire  for  a 
thing  Is  what  makes  It  valuable,  ha 
said.  Take  the  sale  of  an  old  master- 
piece It  may  sell  for  hsh*  a  million 
dollars,  but  the  value  It  has  Is  limits* 
to  only  a  few  people  who  have  the 
plus  the  amount  to  buy  It

First  Mr.  Nicol  Thompson,  of  Van- 
►r,  and  now  Mr.  C.  Gardner 
.J. .hi, son,  of  the  same  city,  have  been 
advancing  ar»um«nta  asalnst  the 
completion  of  the  Ksquimalt  drydock. 
The  object  of  thla  campaign  !•  to 
attempt  to  ihow  that  Vancouver  1a 
the  "only  logical  place  for  a  dry  or 
floating  dock  to  be,"  to  quote  the 
sentiment  of  Mr.  Johnwn.  Mr.  John- 
•on  says  that  for  twenty  year-  he  has 
been  endeavoring  to  get  Ottawa  1<> 
endorae  Mi  viewpoint  on  thla  subject. 
Mr.  Johnaon  la  Lloyd's  agent  nt 
Vancouver,  and  has  been  a  resident 
there  for  thirty  yearn,  which  sxplalns 
In  a  great  meaaure  hi-  advocacy  In- 
asmuch as  all  his  Intereata  are  bound 
up  In  that  port.  The  views  ha  has 
advanced  ara  part  and  parcel  of  a 
campaign  which  has  been  In  progress 
aver  alnce  efforts  were  made  to  have 
an  up-to-date  drydock  established  at 
the  port  of  Ksquimalt.  Hi.  advocates 
that  the  money  already  sunk  on  the 
enterprise  should  be  regarded  aa  a 
loss,  although  ho  does  not  seem  to 
be  fully  informed  of  what  the  amount 
of  that  loss  would  be.  nor  does  he 
take  Into  consideration  at  all  the 
location  of  a  drydoclc  from  the  stand- 
point of  naval  requirements,  a  loca- 


could  not  be  at  Vancouver. 

Another  factor  In  the  situation 
which  Is  recognised  by  neither  Mr. 
Niool  Thompson  nor  Mr.  Johnaon,  la 
the  Dominion  Government's  pledge  to 
the  people  of  thla  community.  There 
la.  by  far.  too  much  laxity  In  tho 
regard  shown  to  the  sanc  tity  of  un- 
dertakings made  by  govcromenta  to 
thoae  governed.  That  feature  of  the 
situation  apparently  does  not  entsr 
into  the  consideration  of  thoaa  Van- 
couver Interests  who  are  striving  so 
hard  to  secure  every  political  and 
commercial  advantage  for  their  own 
city  at  the  expense  of  Victoria.  Mr. 
Johnson's  atrlctures  on  Victoria  be- 
cause the  Dominion  Government  has 
failed  to  make  use  of  the  new  harbor 
Improvements  Instituted  nt  Ogden 
Point  are  not  deserved,  and  if  he  hud 
omitted  theae  the  caae  he  haa  ad- 
vanced would  not  be  ao  prejudiced. 
The  Ksquimalt  drydock  waa  originally 
projected  sa  an  aaset  In  naval 
defence.  As  such.  Its  usefulness  Is  as 
potential  as  ever.  and.  as  well,  the 
area  of  danger  for  merchant  vessels 
on  the  Canadian  Pacific  Coast  Js 
nearer  to  Ksquimalt  than  It  Is  to 
Vancouver,  which  consideration  la  In 
favor  of  the  drydock  here. 

If  Mr.  Johnson  were  Lloyd's  agent 
at  Victoria    we   have  no    doubt  his 
arguments  affecting  a  drydock  would 
be  reversed.     He  would  probably  lay 
emphasis  then  on  the  fact  that  some 
vessels   crossing   the   Pacific   call  at 
this  port  ns  their  first  port  of  call, 
and   from   here   go  to    I'uget  Hound, 
calling  at  Vancouver  neither  Inward 
nor  outward  bound.    He  would  prob- 
ably also  lay  stress  upon  the  fact  that 
Wsqulmalt  has  always  been  the  naval 
station    on  this   Coast  snd    that  the 
likelihood  Is  It  will  remain  such  when 
Canada  secures  a  navy  of  hsr  own.  a? 
contingency  that  Is  an  absolute  cer- 
tainty of  the  future.     Mr.  Johnson, 
to  ba  logical,  should  look  upon  the 
location  of  8.  drydock  from  both  the 
naval  and   merchant   marine  Stand- 
points.   The  former  Is  more  vital  to 
the   preservation    of  a   nation,  nnd. 
therefore,  should  hava  the  first  con- 
sideration.    Vancouver  Is  a  thriving 
city  with  endless  Industrial  and  com- 
mercial possibilities,  but  it  la  too  self- 
centred  where  a  matter  of  national 
development  Is  concerned.

Kor  instance,  the  people  have  not  been 
advised  as  to  what  hour  tonight  Is 
the  definite  time  for  putting  forward 
the  hands  of  clocks  and  watches,  and

Htrictly  speaking,  midnight  Is  the 
hour  to  make  the  change  Inasmuch  as 
daylight  saving  Is  effective  as  from 
April  30.  Probably  the  great  major- 
ity of  people  will  advance  their  time 
an  hour  upon  retiring  to  rest  tonight, 
and  If  that  Is  done  the  purposes  of 
the  law  will  be  answered.  Street  cars 
will  run  on  the  new  time  tomorrow, 
but  the  C.P.R.  and  Canadian  National 
vessela  will  continue  to  operate  on 
standard  time,  being  governed  by  the 
transcontinental  railway  movements. 
Church  services  ftomorrow  will  be 
held  on  Summer  time,  and  all  other 
activities,  beyond  those  mentioned, 
will  conform  to  daylight  saving  with 
the  exception  of  the  extent  to  which 
tho  Poetofllce  cannot  conform  owing 
to  the  arrival  of  the  malls  according 
to  standard  time.

Tho  I/ord'a  Day 

Sir,— The  Lord's  Day  Act.  which 
waa  passed  by  tho  Dominion  Parlia- 
ment, has  now  been  In  force  for  fif- 
teen years.    Whatever  differences  of 
pinion  there  may  be  about  it.  the 
framera  of  that  Act  should  be  given 
credit  for  having  in  their     minds  u 
right  motive,  namely,  not  the  "forc- 
ing of  people  to  church" — they  and 
those  who  ure  In  favor  of  the  due 
enforcement  of  the  Act  knew,  and 
know,  perfectly  well  that     the  will 
and  conscience  are  perfectly  free  In 
such  matters — but  the  welfare  of  the  | 
community  of  the  Dominion     a«j  a 
whole.  In  an  endeavor  to  obtain  for 
all  "one  day's  rest  In  seven."  But  that 
day.  happening  to  be  the  Lord's  Duy 
(is  It     conceivable,  for  Instance,  to 
think  of    the     early  Christiana  en- 
gaged In  buying  and  sailing    on  the 
Lord's.  I>ay ">  Christians  are  naturally 
Interested   In   exercising  their  rights 
as  cltlxens — which  they,  too,  possess 
In  common  with  their  opponents  on 
this  subject— to  secure  a    due  en- 
forcement of  the  Act.    We  are  living 
In  an  age  when    materialistic  values 
are  set  more  highly  by  than  spirit- 
ual values.     I.  for  one.  If  I  have  to 
choose  between     Victoria  godly     an. I 
mi  prosperous  (to  a  certain  extent,  I 
mean,   from   a     bualneas     point  of 
view),  and  Victoria  ungodly  and  pros- 
perous— and    the    hlatory  of  natlone 
nnd  Individuals  proves  that  great  ma- 
terial prosperity  has  often  led  to  for- 
getfulness  of  God — I  would  Infinitely 
prefer  the  former.    Hut,  sir,  the  due 
enforcement  of  the  law  of  the  land 
on  this  subject  will  not  result  In  Vic- 
toria, aa  a  community,  being  the  loser 
as  regards  the  neceaaltlea    of  every- 
day life.    If  Victoria  placea  God  flret 
In  her  life,  ahe  will  have  "over  and 
above"   what   Is   necessary  for  dally 
existence.  The  principle  of  the  words 
holds  as  good  today  as    when  they 
were  first  spoken :    "Seek  ye  first  the 
Kingdom  of  God  and  His  righteous- 
ness, and  all  these  things  shsll  be 
added  unto  you." 

Hut  If  the  law  la  enforced,  let  It  be 
enforced  all  round,  without  fear  or 
favor.  The  Ix>rd  s  Isxy  Act--a  quiet 
and  thoughtful  perusal  of  which  will 
be  beneficial  makes  broad  and  fair 
exceptions  as  regards  lawful  works 
of  necessity  and  mercy  In  clause  12. 
In  which  It  will  be  seen  that  there  la 
no  distinction  msde  between  news- 
stands, hotels  nnd  drugglsta  In  the 
sale  of  cigars,  drinks,  stamps,  maga- 
■Inea  and  newspapers.  They  are  for- 
bidden by  the  Act  In  all  these  dif- 
ferent cases  alike.  I  am  Informed, 
on  reliable  authority,  that  the  pleb- 
iscite on  the  subject  la  likely  to  take 
place  about  May  1?.  #o  that  the  con- 
teat  will  be  comparatively  ahort.  and 
certainly  sharp.  God's  purposes  for 
the  church  and  the  world  will  all  be 
fulfilled  In  His  own  good  time,  but 
that  d<>ea  not  mean  that  God's  people 
are  to  fold  their  arms  and  do  nothing 
nnd  let  things  go  by  default  The 
proposed  plebiscite  la  a  direct  chal- 
lenge-to action— to  the  churches  of 
thla  city  and  to  all  who  have  the 
Intereat  and  welfare  of  the  communltv 
at  heart.  One  side  Is  on  the  alert 
with  Its  Anti-Blue  Sunday  petition: 
let  the  other  aide  be  on  the  alert  as 
well.  This  is  «  challenge  to  all  the 
denominations,  and  especially  to  the 
minister* — the  leaders  upon  whom 
the  .  hlef  responsibility  rest* — of  all 
•  'i.  denominations,  not  of  ■  few  only

Sir.  — The  Bishop  of  Victoria,  in  his 
letler  to  The  Colonist  on  the  *--nd 
lnat..  has  pointed  out  the  injustice  of 
the  single  tsx  syatem  of  Henry  George 
when  applied  to  land  la  cities.  I 
write  to  show  lhat  this  inlqultoue 
system  Is  equally  Injurious  and  con- 
llscatory  when  applied  to  rural  dis- 
tricts which  are  unfortunate  enough 
to  fall  into  the  clutches  of  a  muni- 
cipal government,  although  owing  to 
the  limpet-like  tenacity  in  clinging  to 
to  their  homes,  of  those  who  have  de- 
liberately chosen  a  life  in  the  coun- 
try, the  process  of  confiscation  is 
somewhat  slower,  yet.  .|u,il> 
inevitable  un-der  present  conditions. 
As  exemplifying  this  statement.  1 
ask  to  be  allowed  to  relate  whut  took 
place  at  a  special  meeting  of  Ward  4 
ratepayers  at  Htrawberry  Val«5  School 
on  the  12th  Inst. 

Three  proposals,  or  schemes,  were 
submitted  to  the  ratepayers  for  ap- 
proval: 

1 — To  authorize  a  by-law  to  raise 
a  capital  sum  of  $30,000  for  local  road 

Improvement  in  W;ud  4.  »<i    to  I- 

expended  annually  for  five  years  by 
adding  four  mills  to  the  present  mill 
rate  Of  twenty  mills,  making  the  rate 
twenty-four  mills  for  1822  In  Ward  4. 

I— To  raise  from   $25,000  to  $3",- 

000  In  a  similar  way.  to  supply  Ward 
4  with  electric  light  on  its  roada. 
This  arose  out  of  a  request  l>>  the 
Strawberry  Vole  Women's  Institute 
for  three  lights  on  Marigold  ltoad  to 
light  them  to  their  balding.  The  B.C. 
Klectrlo.  Company  demands  #300 
annually  for  two  Ughta.  As  a  com- 
prehensive scheme  Is  generally  pre- 
ferred by  municipalities  to  a  small 
one.  the  plan  suggested  by  our  advis- 
ers waa  to  have  one  large  central  con- 
trolling station,  with  two  large  cir- 
cuits, and  250  lights,  at  $25  per  light 
for  installation;  all  owned  by  the 
municipality;  current  to  be  supplied 
by  the  B.C.  Electric  Company.  An- 
other trifle  of  four  mills  would  suf- 
fice for  this  modest  scheme,  spread 
over  Ave  years. 

3 — The  draining  of  the  Colqulta 
River  area,  reclaiming  more  than  100 
acres  of  land,  besides  incidentally 
benefiting  this  area  generally.  Es- 
timates for  this  vary  from  $30,000  to 
$1#0,000;  another  four  mills  for 
twenty  years  would  probably  greatly 
alleviate  this  situation  (my  own  sug- 
gestion). Ward  4  is  assessed  for 
$l.«00.t»00  in  all.  has  fifty-four  miles 
of  roads. 

The  councillor  for  Ward  4.  Mr.  Mc- 
Wllllams;  the  reeve.  Mr.  Watson,  and 
Mr.  Cowper,  the  clerk,  all  spoke  more 
or  less  w  armly  In  favor  of  .Not*  1  and 
I,  No.  3  was  a  sort  of  blllflller.  No. 

1  was  the  "dish  of  the  evening."  The 
chef's  name  was  not  stated. 

After  these  sponsors,  I  tlrst,  and 
then  Mr.  Gllley  obtained  a  hearing. 
Wo  pointed  out  the  unfair  way  In 
which  any  of  these  schemes  would 
affect  rural  holders  In  spite  of  Us 
recommendation  to  lot  holders  and 
householders  as  Involving  only  a 
slight  rise  of  $2  In  their  taxes,  say 
from  $10  up  to  $12,  because  the  bur- 
den falls  far  heavier  on  the  rural  land 
holdera  like  ouraelvea  than  on  lot 
holders.  On  an  assessment  (roughly) 
of  $4,000  at  four  mills  1  would  pay 
$16  annually  for  five  years  on  each 
of  the  land  schemes  Nos.  1  and  2,  or 
$160  In  all  against  the  lot  holders' 
$120  in  all.  He  will  get  the  dally  use 
and  benefit  of  them,  whereas  we. 
living  miles  away,  should  uso  the 
roads  very  seldom  and  hardly  ever 
see  the  llghte.  for  we  are  not  out  at 
night.  Moreover,  we.  as  a  class,  are 
nlready  heavily  overtaxed.  In  1906 
1  paid  $45  land  tax,  $5  school  tax.  To- 
day I  pay  on  the  same  land  $180,  of 
which  $75  Is  school  tax.  ever  rising. 

Schemes  one  and  two  combined, 
would  raise  my  yearly  tax  to  $212.  Is 
It  not  plain  that  conflecatlon  is  In- 
evitable? 

It  means  simply  that  lot  holders, 
not  being  able  to.  provide  themselves 
with  good  roads,  water  and  light  are. 
hy  means  of  the  single  tax  system, 
which  taxes  land  only,  able  to  compel 
landowners  to  contribute  large  sums 
towards  the  provision  of  these 
"neceaaltlea"  of  life,  which  the  for- 
mer muat.  If  he  wants  them,  provide 
for  himself.  Again,  we  are  reproached 
for  not  showing  a  proper  community 
spirit  In  refusing  assent  to  any  of 
these  schemes.  How  much  commun- 
ity spirit  could  the  walrus  and  thai 
carpenter  demand  of  the  little  oya-/ 
ters?  When  the  municipal  starfish 
once  fastens  on  the  landowner, 
whether  regarded  M  limpet  or  oyster, 
there  remains  eventually  but  the 
empty  shell.  Having  the  omens  be- 
fore us.  we  can  predict  our  own  fate. 
As  s  more  than  half -disgusted  victim. 
I  say  to  all  rural  landholders  in 
municipalities.  Abandan  hope,  ;ill  ya 
who  enter  here." 

The  editor  of  The  Colonist  seems 
to  be  the  landowners' *  only  friend. 
He  has  for  a  long  time  been  pointing 
out  to  sll  the  injustice  with  which, 
both  the  Provincial  and  municipal 
authorities  treat  the  landowners  in 
the  matter  of  taxation.  They  are 
gradunlly  depriving  land  rrf  its  value, 
and  sre  driving  people  Into  the  cities 
and  towns.

Sir  — Some  of  your  readers  will,  no 
doubt,  be  going  to  church  next  Sun- 
day, and  while  there  It  la  not  im- 
probable that  some  will  hear  sermons 
on  Sunday  observance.  I  would  re- 
mind these  that  in  the  prayer  book 
we  are  told  that  "when  two  or  three 
are  gathered  together  He  will  hear 
their  requeata."  therefore,  so  far  aa 
duty  to  Ood  la  concerned,  thla  can 
be  done  In  the  home  aa  well  aa  in 
the  church,  and  a  man  or  woman  la 
none  the  less  a  good  Christian  who 
spends  his  Sundsv  running  a  store 
to  earn  a  living  for  the  support  of 
his.  or  her.  family.  Instead  of  in  the 
church,  for  two  or  three  can  be 
gathered  together  In  the  home  be- 
fore the  store  Is  opened. 

Just  what  docs  Sunduy  mean  to 
Christians?  To  many  It  la  a  day 
or  rest,  to  others  a  day  to  go  to 
church  on.  and  again  to  other*  it  Is  a 
day  which  some  of  the  churches 
would  turn  into  a  day  of  mortifica- 
tion of  the  fleah. 

The  Christian  Sunday  is  not  the 
Sabbath  of  the  Jews.  Christians 
keep  tho  first  day  of  the  week  of 
the  Jews  In  commemoration  of  the 
resurrection  of  Christ.  Since  it  Is 
to  commemorate  the  victory  of  life 
over  death  It  should  be  a  day  of  re- 
joicing, t  dsy  of  gladness,  a  day  of 
pleasure  nnd  not  I  day  of  mortifica- 
tion of  the  flesh.  Christ  Himself 
said  that  the  "Sabbath  wns  made 
for  man  and  not  man  for  the  Sab- 
bath." He  was  referring  to  the 
Jewish  Sabbath  nnd  the  restrictions 
placed?  by  the  Scribes,  and  Pharisees 
on  work  In  HI*  time,  as  the  Scribes, 
Pharisees  and  hypocrites  of  our  time 
are  now  seeking  to  do. 

What  are  we  to  make  of  this 
Blue  Sunday  law?  Is  n  a  confes- 
sion of  failure  on  the  part  of  the 
church  that  having  failed  to  guide 
men  spiritually  aright  it  haa  to  re- 
sort to  force,  fines.  Imprisonments, 
etc.?  Does  it  expect  to  make  better 
Chrlstlsns  that  wny?  The  very 
tolerntlon  which  made  It  possible 
for  the  nonconformist  church  to  ex- 
ist side  by  side  with  the  Church  of 
Home,  which  was  the  original 
church,  and  the  Established  Church 
of  England,  should  have  Induced  the 
ministers  to  look  upon  others  who 
do  not  see  eye  to  eye  with  them,  with 
toleration;  yet  they  would  use  force 
to  Impose  their  will  and  their  Idea 
of  how  It  should  be  observed  upon , 
the  rest. 

Those  who  have  a  comfortable 
home  and  a  comfortable  Income  no 
doubt  find  Sunday  a  nice  day  to 
spend  in  tho  open,  but  what  know 
♦hey  of  those  who  are  trying  to  eke 
out  a  living,  to  whom  the  four  days 
a  month  extra  earnings  mean  all  the 
difference  between  pinching  and  com- 
fort. Do  you  think  they  want  to 
work?  Do  you  think  they  do  not 
appreciate  the  open  air?  It  la  dim- 
cult  to  understand  thnt  these  people, 
work  on  Sundsy  because  they  cannot 
afford  to  do  otherwise  If  they  are  to 
do  their  duty  by  their  families.  Oh. 
yes,  I  quite  appreciate  that  some 
will  say  that  If  the  stores  nre 
closed  on  Sunday  people  will  buy  all 
they  need  on  Saturday.  If  that  line 
of  argument  is  correct,  why  not  have 
all  the  stores  closed  during  six  days 
of  the  week  and  only  open  one  day, 
for  surely  people  can  buy  their 
week's  supplies  In  one  day;  and  If 
pay  day  is  chosen,  why,  the  stores, 
especially  the  department  stores,  will 
he  able  to  relieve  the  workers  of  all 
their  earnings  before  they  have  time 
to  spend  It  elsewhere.  I  make  a 
present  of  this  Idea  to  the  guiding 
spirit  behind  the  Blue  Sundsy  move- 
ment. 

I  plead  with  the  cltlxens  for  the 
spirit  of  true  Christianity,  the  aplrlt 
of  live  and  let  live,  the  spirit  of 
understanding  and  hutnhleneas,  that 
while  some  of  us  msy  be  comfort- 
able we  do  not  know  the  circum- 
stances of  the  other  man.  and  we 
have  no  right  to  Judge  for  we  are 
told  "Judge  not  that  ye  may  not  be 
Judged."  The  matter  of  church  ob- 
servance ts  one  between  the  Indi- 
vidual conscience  and  hla  God,  who 
alone  knows  the  clrcumatsncea,  and 
therefore  when  you  are  Incited  by 
some  of  the  ministers  to  vote  for 
Blue  Sunday  remember  that  in  no 
part  of  the  teachings  of  Christ  was 
there  suggestion  of  the  use  of  force, 
on  the  contrary  He  ordered  Peter  to 
sheathe  his  sword. 

The  following  la  taken  from  a 
press  report,  and  will  go  to  show  that 
all  denominations  of  the  church  do 
not  agree  with  Blue  Sunduy  lawa. 
"The  so-called  Plus  Sunday  lawa  in 
their  many  varieties  do  not  promote 
the  cause  of  Christianity,  for  they 
create  the  Impression  among  people 
thnt  Christianity  Is  a  set  of  rules 
snd  laws  and  ordinances,"  said  Rev. 
V.  la  Meyer,  of  Bethlehem  Chur.  h. 
In  the  course  of  his  sermon  last- 
night.  "The  lord  distinctly  forbsdo 
the  u«e  of  force  for  His  defence  when 
be  commended  Peter  'Put  up  thy 
sword  in  the  sheath.*  The  cause  of 
Christ  cannot  be  advanced  by  the 
sword,  nor  by  codes  of  law,  nor  by 
political  power.

"The  British  Columbia  market  Is 
today  the  best  In  Canada  west  of  the 
Great  Lakes."  said  Major  Martyn 
It  should  be  the  business  of  the  as- 
sociation to  win  It  and  hold  It.  Co- 
operation and  education  through  ad- 
vertising will  help  to  iieeompllsh 
that.  Nothing  can  assist  the  new 
industries  more  than  the  co-opera- 
tion of  the  older  established  ami 
basic  Industiles.  Such  co-operation 
is  far  more  valuable  than  mere 
financial  suprfbrt. 

Optjpoaeg  Winnipeg  Plea 

"When  W.  O.  Fraser.  president  of 
the  Prairie  division  of  the  Canadian 
Manufacturers'  Associotion.  dc.  lares 
that  the  Crow's  Nest  Pass  agreement 
be;  ween  the  liomlnion  Government 
and  the  C.  P.  U.  should  be  rein- 
stated, he  speaks  for  his  section 
•ilono.and  certainly  not  for  British 
ColumVis."  assert e, I  Mr.  J  B.  Thomp- 
son, chairman  of  the  British  Colum- 
bia division. 

Mr  Thompson  quoted  from  n  Win- 
nipeg dispatch  in  The  Colonist.  Indi- 
cative that  the  Prslrle  division  was 
strongly  In  favor  of  the  reinstalc- 
ment  of  the  agreement. 

"British  Columbia  manufacturers 
are  not  In  accord  with  this  attitude." 
said  Mr.  Thompson.  "If  the  agree- 
ment Is  reinstated.  It  will  be  nil  ex- 
tension of  the  discrimination  against 
this  Province,  and  we  cannot  con- 
sistently support  the  Prairie  Inter- 
ests. I  feel  sure  that  the  Canadian 
Manufactures'  Association  will  wait 
until  It  hears  both  sides  of  the  ques- 
tion before  heeding  the  pleas  of  the 
Prairies." 

Mr.  Thompson  Invited  Victoria 
members  of  the  association  to  attend 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  British 
Columbia  division,  which  will  be  held 
in  Vancouver  on  May  10  Hon  A 
M  Manson.  Attorney-Oeneral.  will  be 
the  principal  speaker. 

Mr  K  |  Burke,  general  msnager 
of  the  Wallace  Fisheries.  Ltd..  and 
a  prominent  member  (,f  the  associa- 
tion, emphasised  the  Importance  of 
adding  new  Industries  to  the  mem- 
bership of  the  association.

The  date  of  the  los.  of  America 
"i  1  778  by  the  Brl,|,h  Empire  marks 
the  birthday  of  Western  democracv 
Tne  breach  that  wag  made  then  Is 
entirely  healed  today-,  and  insiead  of 
the  slender  self -Interei.r  of  both*  par- 
ties, we  hsve  two  great  nations  stsnd- 
lug  side  by  side,  with  a  common  pur- 
pose and  common  aspirations,  united 
«n  the  glorious  cause  of  International 
goodwill  and  brotherhood." 

This  was  the  keynote  of  an  in- 
spiring address  by  Mr.  Alexander 
Thomson,  a  former  Parliamentary 
secretary  in  the  British  Cabinet,  de- 
livered yesterday  noon  at  the  lunch- 
eon of  Victoria  Post  No.  1  of  the 
British- American  League,  which  was 
held  in  the  Hudson's  Buy  Company's 
dining-room.  Major  Wendell  B. 
Shaw,  president  of  the  organisation, 
acted  us  chairman,  and  the  guests  at 
Ihe  head  table  weie  the  Lord  Bishop 
of  Columbia.  Alderman  David  Item- 
ing. Mr.  Harrv  Chaiiesworth.  M: 
1  eorge  Bell.  Mrs.  Alexander  Thomson. 
Mr  P  C.  Abell  and  Mr  I  K  Wins- 
low. 

The  subject  of  Mr.  Thomson's  dis- 
course was  th«  "Los.'i  and  Recapture 
of  America."  and  the  Interesting  man- 
ner in  which  he  reviewed  the  his 
torlcal  facta  regarding  the  Declsrs- 
Uon  of  Independem  e  snd  Its  sig- 
nificance on  both  the  British  Kmplre 
and  the  great  republic  to  the  south, 
was  highly  appreciated  by  the  large 
audience.  which  acclaimed  the 
speaker  with  frequent  applause. 
Causes  of  the  Revolution 

At  the  outset  Mr.  Thomson  made  it 
clear  that  the  term  "recapture"  had 
no  political  or  economic  significance. 
He  pointed  out  that  many  are  of  the 
opinion  thai  Great  Britain  was  plac- 
ing such  great  taxation  upon  the 
American  Colonies  thut  the  latter  be- 
came angry  and  rose  in  revolt  against 
the  tyrannical  action  of  the  home 
government.  But  the  colonies  did  not 
revolt  against  the  tyranny  which  was 
not  being  inflicted,  but  beenuse  of  the 
tyranny  which  they  anticipated,  the 
speaker  declared. 

Mr.  Thomson  held  that  the  Ameri- 
can Colonies  had  acknowledged  the 
debis  which  Great  Brltuln  had  made 
through  participation  in  war.  by 
which  the  colonies  were  also  being 
protected,  and  also  expressed  their 
allegiance  to  the  British  Crown.  ■  It 
was  not  the  imposition  of  a  tax  which 
led  to  the  revolt,  but  the  authoriza- 
tion of  that  penalty.  The  whole 
cause  can  be  attributed  to  the  unsound 
colonlul  policy  of  (he  British  Govern- 
p  ent  of  the  day.  which  regarded 
these  settlements  as  partners  that 
were  of  use  to  them  in  business  and 
commercial  enterprises. 

Colonies  Were  Disunited 

"The  colonies  themselves  had  sep- 
arate charters,  and  were  suspicious 
of  each  other.  The  question  arose 
whether  the  colonies  which  had  been 
raided  during  the  war  i.hould  pnv  the 
most.  Their  commerclsl  system  was 
unsound,  and  each  colony  was  work- 
ing for  Itself  They  possessed  no 
COfniMOH  spirit  of  unity  and  patriot- 
ism, and  when  Ceorge  Washington 
led  his  forces  to  victory  his  Inability 
to  appeal  to  n  common  sentiment  be- 
tween themselves  prove'  to  he  his 
greatest      difficulty,"      Mr.  Thomson

"Ohsen  Ing  the  disunion  among  the 
CwlblriatA)  the  British  Government 
stepped  in  to  act  as  ah  American 
executive  The  In  habltii  nts  foresaw 
the  danger  that  such  an  unconstitu- 
tional action  might  les{  to.  and 
through  the  Incompetence  of  the  Brit- 
ish generals  and  the  brilliant  leader- 
ship of  George  Washington  ond  time- 
ly Intervention  of  the  French,  the 
thirteen  colonies  broke,  away  from 
the  British  Empire." 

Bond,  of  t  nlty  ...d  Goodwill 

Today  Great  Britain  und  America 
are  united  in  the  bond  of  goodwill 
and  fellowship,  this  happy  state  being 
brought  about  through  two  chief 
causes,  Mr.  Thomson  said,  the  In- 
fluence of  ihe  Grei  t  War  and  the 
progress  of  Democracy  in  Great  Brit- 
ain. At  the  outbreak  of  the  war 
both  rountrles  were  on  the  eve  of 
commemorating  the  100  yssrs  of 
peace  between  each  other.  It  was. 
however,  a  far  greater  thing  Tor  both 
nations  to  fight  side  by  side  In  the 
common  cause  of  freedom  and  Justice. 

At  the  time  when  the  gulf  between 
America  and  Great  Britain  was  cre- 
ated In  '78.  the  people  0f  the  latter 
nation  did  not  have  political  re- 
aponslbllltv .  The  change  in  this  re- 
spect Is  due  to  the  sctlon  snd  ex- 
ample of  the  American  Colonies,  for 
after  the  framing  of  the  American 
constitution  In  1778  the  British  Gov- 
ernment adopted  the  method  of  ad- 
ministration created  by  the  thirteen 
colonies.  While  It  lost  a  great  demo- 
cratlc  empire.  It  has  learned  how  to 
build  up  and  preserve  the  great  Brit- 
ish Empire  of  todsy.  the  speaker 
asserted. 

I  »i.  n-biii  of  N4-lf-(.,,»rrnmeni 
The  British  Empire  is  now  not 
so  much  s  nstion,  but  s  common- 
wealth of  nations.  Canada,  Australia 
and  New  Zealand  are  all  partner  na- 
tions with  the  Cnlted  Kingdom,  each 
sharing  In  Its  privileges  and  responsi- 
bilities. India  and  Ireland  hsre  both 
been  sccorded  the  same  ststus  which 
Canada  enjoys.  The  policy  of  the 
extension  of  self-government  to  ths 
different  Dominions,  ss  well  as  ths 
progress  of  democracy  st  home,  has 
helped  gresfly  to  bring  about  more 
cordlsl  and  lasting  relations  between 
the  two  great  Anglo-Saxon  speaking 
nations" 

In  conclusion.  Mr.  Thomson  re- 
ferred briefly  to  the  Insidious  propa- 
ganda which  la  being  waged  In 
America  by  the  Hearst  publications  to 
drive  a  wedge  between  Great  Britain 
and  America.  A  real  live  orgsntxe- 
tlon.  such  aa  the^  British  •  Amerlcsn 
Lsague  Is  badly  needed  10  take  every 
means  in  count  ract  these  methods 
which  ere  retarding  the  progress  of 
International  sanity  and  cordiality  be- 
tween ths  natlono  of  the  world.

Does  German-Russian 

Alliance  Mean  Peace  or  War? 

Like  a  ..(htnilif  flash  in  the  night  the  announcement  that  Germany  and  Russia 
had  Signed  a  treaty  behind  the  backs  of  the  other  powers  at  Genoa  was  a  sudden  reve- 
lation  of  a  possibility  that  publicists  have  been  discussing  ever  since  the  Versailles  Treaty 
was  signed.  The  treaty  signed  by  Germany  and  Russia  re-establishes  full  diplomatic  rela- 
tions between  the  two  countries  on  an  equality  basis,  and  mutually  cancels  all  war  claims 
as  well  as  claims  arising  from  the  nationalization  of  property.  Further,  "the  two  Gov- 
ernments undertake  to  |iv«  each  oilier  mutual  assistance  for  the  alleviation  of  their  eco- 
nomic difficulties  in  the  most  benevolent  spirit."  According  to  The  Philadelphia  Public 
Ledger,  "it  foreshadows  a  new  Luropean  line-up.  with  Russia  and  Germany  forming  what 
may  become  a  military  as  well  as  an  industrial  and  political  alliance  against  the  rest  of 
the  Old  World." 

The  danger  to  Western  Lurope  is  even  greater  than  it  was  in  l()M,  declares  Maurice 
Casenave,  former  French  High  Commissioner  in  the  United  States.  "Here  is  Germany  recog- 
nizing Bolshevism  and  joining  with  it.  This  has  a  meaning  for  America  as  great,  in  my  mind, 
.is  the  war  had.  The  American  Government  and  American  public  opinion  ought  to  see  the 
significance  of  these  events,  but  if  they  do  not  now  they  will  be  disagreeably  shocked  by  the 
consequences ."  one  British  spokesman  declared  that  "the  signing  of  the  separate  treaty  was 
a  challenge  to  the  whple  world."

Trent  Bridge  cricket  groutid,  I  saw 
my  first  classic  In  football.  Preston 
N.  E.  and  West  Bromwi.-h  Alolon. 
und  tho  proud  Prestonlans  made  iucIi 
nn  impression  on  my  then  young  foot- 
ball mind  that  I  can  give  the  team 
trom  memory:  Arthur  Wharton  (col- 
ored), the  amateur  champion  sprinter 
of  England,  in  goal;  Nick  Hons  (enp- 
tam)  and  Bob  Howarth,  bncks;  Hob- 
ertson. Davie  Itus.«e||  and  Graham, 
hulfbacks;  Jimmy  Boss.  Jr.,  and  Gor- 
don, right  wing;  Ham  Thompson,  cen- 
tre; Kred  Dewhurst  and  Geordlc 
Drumniond,  left  wing.  Many  of  them 
have  gone  west  now.  the  brothers 
Ross  and  Geordlo  Drummond  to  my 
knowledge. 

Throwing  into  t.osl 

In  those  days  a  halfback  could  run 
along  tho  touchline  in  throwing  in 
the  ball,  and  repeatedly  the  great 
Graham  threw  the  ball  into  goal  from 
the  halfway  lino  or  thereabouts. 
Every  throw- In  was  as  good  as  a 
corner,  and  I  firmly  bolleve  It  was 
owing  to  his  monster  throws  thut  the 
rule  waa  reversed  to  a  standing-still 
throw. 

I  never  saw  bo  many  shots  stopped 
by  a  goalkeper  aa  l  saw  that  day. 
The  mighty  Hob  Roberts,  in  long 
chlcket  pants,  was  stopping  shots  that 
seemed  Impossible,  while  Wharton, 
who  had  only  four  shots,  let  three  go 
through.  Never  was  so  mighty  a 
forward  line  reduced  to  Impotence  as 
Roberts  reduced  the  proud  Preston- 
inns  that  glorious  afternoon  on  the 
shores  of  the  River  Trent,  where  two 
weeks  before  Preston  had  scoted  10 
goals  against  Notts  County,  ahd  In 
the  first  round  scored  26  goats  against 
Hydo  (near  Manchester). 

Whatever  was  the  great  power  pos- 
sessed by  the  mighty  "Throstles,"  the 
name  the  West  Bromwlch  Albion  were 
called,  was  never  realised  by  anyone, 
because  the  following  year  the  Staf- 
fordshire Colliers  again  defeated  the 
Proud  Prestonlans  at  the  Oval,  where 
William  Isaiah  Bassett.  styled  the 
"People's  William. "  scored  the  win- 
ning goal  and  gained  his  first  inter- 
national cup. 

In  18$9  the  North  End.  with  Jack 
Goodall  in  centre,  defeated  the  Wolves 
by  3  to  0.  and  scored  a  success  that 
has  never  been  equalled  In  football 
history,  winning  the  league,  without 
loalng  a  match,  and  also  the  cup, 
without  having  a  goal  scored  against 
tl.em.  that  wonderful  and  marvelous 
Welsh  goalkeeper.  Trainer,  being  in 
goal  for  the  Proud  prcatonlans. 
Battle  of  1  loses 

Today  will  be  the  Battle  of  the 
Roses,  and  the  struggle  will  revive  all 
that  rivalry  which  will  exist  forever 
between  the  old  Royal  Houses  of  York 
and  l^incaster— The  White  and  Red 
Rosea.

Honor  to  (he  1.115  war  dead  anions 
the  employee*  of  the  Canadian  Pu- 
tlMc  Railway  Company  waa  paid  In 
Impressive  fashion  with  the  unveil- 
ing, at  noon  yesterday,  of  the  bronze 
memorial  plaejue  at  the  company'* 
Belleville  Htreet  offices.  The  function, 
observed  with  all  the  Milking  detail 
of  military  ceremonial,  wan  attended 
by  many  of  the  general  public',  by 
representatives  of  the  naval  and  mili- 
tary foicen.  and  by  aa  full  a  repre- 
tientatlon  of  the  company's  personnel 
aa  waa  possible. 

Tha  ceremony  here  took  pi  ne  i 
J  2  noon,  or  at  3  o'clock  Montreal 
time.  simultaneously  with  similar  un- 
velllnga  at  every*  point  In  Canada 
where  the  company  iiad  extensive 
office*.  The  draping  flags  fell  at 
exactly  the  same  moment  from  At- 
lantic to  Pacific. 

Canadian  Pacific  employees,  ex- 
servle-e  men  all.  once  again  In  khaki 
and  wilh  rifles  shouldered  for  the 
occasion,  formed  the  guard  of  honor. 
The  detachment,  twenty-four  men  In 
all.  waa  under  Captain  Craven,  of  the 
K.  m  N.  Hallway  locomotive  aervice. 
and  Lieutenant  Wells,  of  the  Cana- 
dian Pacific  city  ticket  office. 
The  (.uartl  of 


It  waa  with  pride  that  Captain 
Troup,  manager  of  the  B.C.  Coast 
Hervlce,  drew  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  guard  was  drawn  from  men 
In  the  company's  employ.  "I  am 
proud  to  say."  he  aald.  "that  the 
guard  Is  formed  from  the  men  of  the 
C.P.R.  who  volunteered  In  audi  lur^u 
numbers  for  service  overseas." 

Aa  Premier  Oliver,  who  was  the 
chief  speaker,  made  hi*  appearance 
In  company  with  Captain  Troup  and 
Mr.  M.  K  Measley.  general  superin- 
tendent of  the  K.  *  N..  the  band  of 
the  Boys'  Naval  Brigade  struck  up 
HO  Canada." 

The  encouragement  given  employee* 
to  enlist  was  enlarged  upon  by  Cap- 
tain Troup  in  refrerring  to  the  early 
days  of  the  war.  Hlx  months'  full 
pay  was  given  those  who  donned  the 
uniform,  he  said,  aud  in  all  case* 
their  places  were  held  for  I  heir  re- 
turn. The  total  enlistments  from  the 
C.P.R.  were  11.340  men.  Of  this 
number.  1.115  had  been  killed  and 
2.100  wounded.  Prom  the  personnel 
Of  tha  B.C.  Coast  .Service  119  had  en- 
listed, and  seventeen  of  thede  had 
made  the  supreme  sacrifice.  K i f t  \ 
one  E.  A  N.  employees  had  served 
with  the  forces,  five  being  killed  In 
action. 

Premie  r  Speaks 

"The  greatest  corporation  In  Hie 
world,  our  own  C.P.R..  was  with  the 
first  to  respond  to  the  call,  placing 
the  whole  of  Its  great  railroad  equip- 
ment and  facllltlca  at  the  disposal  of 
the  country."  aald  Premier  Oliver. 
"We  are  proud  to  say  that  It  nobly 
performed  Its  duty." 

But  there  were  slill  duties  to  per- 
form, reminded  the  Premier,  first  of 
all  the  duty  to  (he  fallen. 

"To  my  mind  (he  most  effective 
way  for  us  to  express  our  gratitude 
Is  to  care  for  those  they  have  loft 
behind  them.  People  feel  that  the 
Government  has  not  done  all  that 
It  should  have  done.  But  govern  - 
menta  are  often  unable  lo  do  all  that 
they  should  do  In  this  matter.  In 
the  minds  of  the  public  as  a  whole  I 
do  not  think  there  la  an  appreciation 
of  the  Immensity  of  our  post-war 
task.  In  disorganisation  of  business, 
commerce  and  exchange,  and  in  the 


conditions  that  make  unemployment 
so  prevalent,  we  are  still  paying  the 
price  of  ;he  war." 

The  actual  undraping  of  the  tablet 
was  done  by  Mr.  Oliver  Olbba.  a  vet- 
eran of  the  lath  Brigade  Canadian 
Field  Artillery.  Aa  he  plucked  the 
British  flag  from  Its  place.  the 
guard  came  to  the  present  and  the 
bugler*  blew  the  "Last  Post."  Flags 
on  the  C.P.R.  ateamers  and  on  the 
Canadian  Pacific  offices,  which  had 
been  lowered  to  half-mast.  were 
raised  to  the  top  again  aa  the  last 
note*  died  away. 

Rev.  Colonel  Andrews  then  pro- 
nounced the  formal  dedication  of  the 
memorial  and  benediction.  Tiie  In- 
scription it  bears,  he  pointed  out.  1* 
the  same  aa  that  carried  by  the 
Memorial  Crow  bestowed  by  the  King 
on  the  next  of  kin  of  those  killed  in 
action.

The  Mexican  Htates  Steamship 
Line,  which  is  soon  to  extend  the

They  were  built  during  the  w-ar  by 
the  British  Government  for  the  pur- 
pose of  ridding  the  seas  of  submarine*, 
and  were  known  as  (he  "Plower 
Class  Mystery  Ships''  They  were 
elect  r  ics  1  ly  controlled  insofar  that 
false  superstructure  hiding  large 
caliber  gun*,  could  Immediately  be 
dropped  a  WO]  frotn  the  guns,  thus 
nllowing  a  clear  field  for  action.  This 
0O90fftrU0t0.ro  gave  the  appearance 
of  a  harmless  coasting  ship,  carry- 
ing passengers  and  provisions,  while 
in  reality  thev  were  one  of  the  most 
deadly  enemies  of  the  C-boats,  one 
of  those  vessels  having  been  officially 
credited   with  seven  submarines. 

Their  tactics,  in  brief,  were  to  first 
draw  gunfire  from  the  submarine, 
and  then  give  the  impression  of  be- 
ing badly  hit,  by  blowing  steam  and 
causing  the  impression  of  engine 
room  disaster.  This  having  been  ac- 
complished s  so-called  panic  was 
ordered.  This  consisted  of  a  greater 
part  of  the  crew  disguised  as  mer- 
chantmen Inking  to  the  boats,  and 
apparently  deserting  the  ship.  The 
submarine  then  approached,  hoping 
to  obtain  fresh  provisions  and  ship's 
secret  codes.  On  reaching  point 
blank  range  the  superstructure  of 
the  mystery  shin  was  dropped,  leav- 
ing the  unsuspecting  submarine  an 
easy  victim.

Old  the  purouit  of  the  Cisco,  tho 
whiskv -running  launch  which  the 
late  Colonel  Carey,  collector  of  cus- 
toms, captured  outside  Vsncouver 
Harbor  last  March  start  within  the 
waters  Included  in  the  Port  of  Vsn- 
couver? That  question.  It  was  intl- 
nisted  at  «  special  sitting  of  the 
Court  of  Appeal  here  yesterday.  Was 
an  important  element  in  the  decision 
lo  be  given  on  ihe  appeal  taken  by 
Andrew  H  fOhOOOOB  and  Charles  W 
l-ewls.  the  American  crew  of  the 
Cisco,  from  the  Judgment  of  Judge 
Cayley.  who  convicted  them  on  a 
charge  of  wilfully  obstructing  Colonel 
Carey. 

The  appeal  came  on  for  hearing 
on  the  last  dnv  of  the  recent  sitting 
of  the  Court  of  Appeal  in  Vancouver; 
and  judgment  was  reserved  The 
appeal  was  taken  by  way  of  stated 
case  by  .ludcc  C:i\ley.  and  the  hear- 
ing yesterday  wits  for  the  purpose  of 
hearing  counsel  on  the  point  of  evi- 
dence as  to  which  the  court  required 
more  light. 

Pni-Mtilt  of  t  l«v 

"It  is  important  to  the  court, "  said 
Chief  loot  ICS  Macdonalel  to  know 
whether  Hie  purxuil  of  the  Cisco 
started  within  the  limits  of  the  fort 
of  Vancouver  m  not.  His  Honor 
.fudge  Cayley,  in  his  stated  case,  does 
not  answer  the  QMOOtiODa  nor  does  he 
distliiKulsh  between  the  Port  and 
Harbor  of  Vancouver,  whic  h  is  an  Im- 
portant distinction." 

Neither  Mr.  A.  Hunbat  Tayloi, 
K  C  who  appeared  for  the  appel- 
lants. Johanson  and  Kewis.  nor  Mr. 
H.  S.  Wood,  who  appeared  for  the 
Crown,  could  point  to  anything  In 
the  evidence  taken  at  the  trial  which 
would   directly   answer   the  question. 

Tiie  final  direction  made  b>  the 
court  was  that  the  stated  case  should 
be  sent  buck  lo  Judge  Cayley,  with 
a  reijuest  that  the  question  be. 
answered  if  possible;  and  also  that 
the  distinction  should  be  drawn  be- 
tween the  Port  and  Harbor  of  Van- 
couver, it  was  pointed  out  by  the 
Chief  Justice  that  the  CbsSt  had  lain 
In  Kngllsh  Pay,  which  hud  never  been 
held  to  be  n  harbor  as  defined  by  the 
Prttish  North  America  Act. 

Klory  Of  Seizure 
Yesieiday  s  court  proceedings  re- 
called the  dramatic  story  of  the  pur- 
suit and  capture  of  the  Cisco,  last 
March.  Colonel  Carey,  the  principal 
personage  In  the  story,  and  at  that 
lime  collector  of  the  Port  of  Vancou- 
ver, died  the  day  before  the  defen- 
dants were  brought  to  trial  before 
Judge  Cayley;  and  his  evidence,  as 
given  at  the  trial,  was  a  transcript  of 
that  given  at  the  preliminary  hearing 
before  Magistrate  Alexander. 

The  Cisco,  an  American  gasoline 
boat  of  twelve  tons.  manned  by 
Johanson  and  Pewis.  American  rlll- 
zons.  anchored  In  Kngllsh  Hay  on 
March  3  last.  8he  did  not  report  to 
the  customs  officers.  She  weighed 
anchor  next  morning,  and  sailed 
without  clearing  throuuh  the  cus- 
toms Colone  l  Carey,  ac  companied  by 
Customs  Officers  Do  Hrsvea  and  Bar- 
ton, gave  chase  in  a  fast  Isunch  of 
Ihe  Canada  Air  Hervlce.  a  boat  with 
a  sliced  of  twenty-seven  miles  an 
hour.  The  t.'lsco  was  only  capable  of 
six  knots. 

Pcyond  the  limits  of  Vancouver 
Harbor.  Colonel  Carey  hailed  the 
Cisco,  and  ordered  her  people  to  stop 
her.  No  answer  was  returned,  snd 
again  the  boat  was  ordered  to  4;ome 
to.  "In  the  King's  name."  Reply  was 
made  by.  one  of  the  men  that  they 
could  be  seen  In  Haattle.  The  order 
lo  come  to  was  assisted  by  two  shots 
Into  the  Cisco's  bows. 

At  Point  Of  t.ini 
The  Clwco.  it  was  allcKed.  was  then 
nui noeu vred  so  as  to  attempt  preven- 
tion of  her  boarding  by  the  customs 
men.  but  finally  Colonel  Carey  and 
tiffle-er  BOVtOfl  managed  to  Jump 
aboard.  Then,  as  the  evidence  was 
given  Johanson  attempted  lo  rem  ii 
for  his  gun:  but  was  anticipated  by 
Colonel  Carey,  who  stuck  an  auto- 
matic Into  the  man's  ribs  and  made 
him  relinquish  the  wheel.  The  Cisco 
and  her  crew  were  captured  snd 
brought  back  to  Vancouver.  <>ne 
hundred  cases  of  whisky,  valued  at 
15.000.  were  found  In  the  OlBOO'O  hold. 

The  men  were  committed  for  trial 
on  a  charge  of  obstructing  Colonel 
Carey,  an  officer  of  the  Crown.  In 
tho  performance  of  his  duty.  Habeas 
corpus  application  for  the  release  of 
Ihe  men.  on  the  ground  that  pennls- 
Mlon  for  the  prosecution  had  not  been 
irtven  by  the  O  overnor-Oeneral,  was 
refused  by  Chief  Justice  Hunter;  and 
In  the  meantime  the  said  consent  was 
given.  Before  the  case  cams  on  for 
trial  before  Judge  Cayley.  Colonel 
Carey  died.  The  men  were  convicted, 
but  sentence  wss  deferred  pending  tho 
appeal  proceedings,  which  were  In- 
stituted Immediately. 

The  question  on  which  the  Court 
of  Appeal  now  requires  more  light  la 
ss  to  whether  the  pursuit  of  the  Cisco 
wss  begun  while  she  wss  still  wlihtn 
a  line  drawn  lietween  Point  Atkinson 
and  Point  flrey,  the  seaward  limits 
of  the  Port  of  Vsncouver.  It  is  sur- 
mised that  the  legality  of  Colonel 
Carey's  selsure  of  the  ( 'Isco  Is  In- 
volved in  the  question  urn  to  whether 
that  seisure  wss  within  or  beyond  the 
limits  of  the  port.
